FASTERN ONTARIO centres have a unifying 
- / thought at the present moment in the ques- 
tlonof electric energy rates. Oshawa.is. creat- 
ing quite a stir in regard to the new. schedule. 
' Deseronto is ‘protesting, and Belleville has given 
Lints'that/the question will be'taken up by the 
City Council and the Chamber of Conimierce. 
., Power ‘is ‘vital to the development of the 

_, eastern part of the province, particularly in these’ 
“days when the east has by its own efforts sown 
signs of real-progress and achievement. And 
with an adequate’supply of electric energy for 
which the: Eastern Ontario Chambers of Com- 
merce have been struggling in carrying out the 
expression of opinion of the Boards of Trade! 
and: Chambers’ of ‘Commerce of the- east, the 
question of costs is of great importance. These 
two essentials must ever: be before ‘hose in 
charge’ of thé industrial expansion of Eastern 
Ontario. < +s. OM aR ep: 

Assurance of an adequate supply of energy 
at reasonable cost is chief object of the Eastern 
confederation’ of Chambers of Commerce. That 
stand was taken when the oldtime rates pre- 
vailed. The announcement of new rates for the 
various centres of consumption will open up the 
whole question again on the new basis. Is the} 
new basis one which will add to the burden of 
industry of this part of the province especially 
that portion which is fed by the power developed 
along the Trent Valley, formerly under the con- 
trol of the Seynrour Power Company? a 

Interesting discrssions are in sight as far 
as the gianufacturers and those interested in the 
material progress of these parts are concerned. 
Probably as much interest wil] develop likewise 
into the question of the comparative figures of 
cost of energy for lighting purposes. Here the 
question. will stir up a great deal of controversy 
especially if the rate8 prove to be higher. 

. . General opinion is that the rates will sro. 
an Increase under the new schedule. 

The - Oshawa- Daily Reformer — protest: 
against the change in rates without warning. “It; 
it were a, private corporation that is selling elec- 
tricity to Oshawa, there would certainly be a 
notice of increase in rates, and a full explanation 
of the necessity therefor. That would be con- 
sidered good business’ The same Tule should! 
apply to.a ‘public ownership corporation. - We! 
are not saying whether the increase is justified 
or not because we do not know, but we do wish 
to point out that reasonable rates and full ex- 
planations should certainly be given to the city 
council and the public.” : ‘ 

In Belleville an explanation was given that 
the Hydro has in handa sinking fund for which 
certain sums of money naturally have to be set 
aside. : : 

One of the disturbing elements in the situ- 
ation is the change ii basis. That makes it 
quite impossible to tell without going into in- 
dividual cases, how the change will work. When 
the standard is a new one and the rates change 
at the same time, no wonder there is uncertainty, 

Perhaps good will come of this situation, 
It will focus attention until the vital importance 
of the question of the price of power and light. 
It will open up the issue of the advisability of 
the City of Belleville’s purchase of the service of 
power and light in this city, that is of the city’s 
buying up the service ‘and the retailing cz it 
to the citizens under a utilities commission or 
electric commission. The Hydro favors some 

such action it is believed and probably some- 
thing along this line may develop in Belleville 
with the gas question gradually evolving inte the 
light and into profit for the clty in general, 
* Herein lies a good chance to the public for 
thought on an independent bit of local progres- 
sive ‘legislation. 
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ILLITERACY IN CANADA

The gander chooses his mate for 3ife 
and {s faithful In attacking any in- 
truder from a mouse to a cart horse 
when his mate is nesting. ‘“Wiso 
old crow” is also a misnomer, for a 
Canada goose knows more fn a min- 
ute by starlight ‘han a crow knows 
in his wholo life. Jack Miner caught 
510 crows in a net at once, but it 
took him eight years before he caught 
a Canada goose a second time. The 
goose is the most godly creature I 
ever met,” tho naturalist sald. “If 
I had to dig in a ditch for a dollar 


a day I would keep a pair of Can- 
ada geese.” 


THE MUD POND. 

In 1904 he put some. geese in his 
pond and it was the fourth year after- 
wards before he succeeded in draw: 
ing down a flight of Canadian geese 
in answer to the cry of his yeese. 
For those four years ho hnd been 
Inughed at as a: iilusionary. In the 
next year more came, Next spring 
four hundred were there and in the 
fourth year the flocks were far more 
numerous. His feeling was “If 1 can 
pay to Canada and Essex back 
sqme of the birds I murdered 1 will 
pay even innterest at the rate of 
twenty per cent.” It was at this junc- 
ture that Mr. Miner related the st6ry 
of the goose that shot through the 
Pexerhouse a6 he expressed it by 
gunshot flew five miles from the place 
of the wounding straight to the pond 
with its fast ebbing strength and died 
within ten feet of his house. 

As to hunting he said that he did 
not think it*wrong to shoot the sur- 

us. 

He is n star gnzer and a hrickmaker 
tho duty calling him to the kiln at 
night and giving him an opportunity 
to study the birds and the clouds and 
stars although he could not call a 
dozen of the stars by name.

‘tions are favorablé and thirty ‘miles 
against the*wind. Miner is also an 
adyocate of forestation to bring pro- 
tection. to the birds. 

He showed views of the Canada 
geese nesting in his sanctuary,

chair. Jack Miner he stated had stood 
on thepedestal nlone for years -but 
“if you want my belief-I think he 
is tho biggest man in North Amoricn.”*
